Miss Bullard comes with the 
sanction of the American Red 
Cross and her lecture offers a spe- 
cific answer to the question of 
what the Red Cross is going to do 
in time of peace. Her appearance 
is in line with a new policy of the 
American Red Cross. This policy 
includes such vital questions' as 
the public health nurse, home hy- 
giene, home care of the sick and 
home cooking. 

Miss Bullard, who is a graduate 
of Mayo Brothers' Training 
School, Rochester, Minn., went to 
Europe a year before America en- 
tered the war and was with the 
French army. She comes to the 
platfornywith a wonderful back- 
ground of experience gained in 
her work overseas. She brings 
her audience the lessons' she 
learned in the great base hospitals 
in France and of the evacuation 
station of Chateau Thierry and 
Argonne.

Huns Profiteer In Cigarettes 

(Correspondence Associated Press) . 

Berlin, July 4— The illicit trade in' 
cigarettes has grown to such propor- 
tions in Berlin that the authorities 
are considering a campaign against 
profiteers who sell them double 
treble their value. Cigarettes i 
have become so scarce that one of 
ordinary quality readily commands 
15 cents and, while the price is plain- 
ly marked on each cigarette, ,they 
are daily sold in the streets by 
peddlers for much higher prices. 

Winter Wheat Opens at $2.17 

At the opening of the Lexington 
market for 1919 winter wheat- Wed- 
nesday, a part of the crop of Dr. S. 
H. Halley was sold at $2.17 per bush- 
el. The offering was of the No. 2 
grade, says the Leader. Reports 
from Central Kentucky on the wheat 
crop which is being harvested, are to 
the effect that the straw is unusally 
heavy, but that the grain is light. 
While the yield is not up to the ex- 
pectation before the harvest, it is 
stated that the crop will be little bet- 
ter than an average. The acreage is 
also said to be larger than usual, 
which with the average quality means 
an increased production. The price at 
Newport NewB, Va., and the cause 
for the drop of two cents in this 
year's price from that of 1918 is the 
increase in freight rates made sinco 
that time by the United States Rail- 
oad Administration. From the price 
set at Newport is deducted the freight 
charges hence the slight lowered 
price to farmers at this point. 



Mountains Get Bulls 

Purebred Shorthorn bulls are 
being bought and taken into the 
mountains of Kentucky to in- 
crease the value of live stock. 
Floyd county, far up in the east- 
ern end of the state, has bought 
six splendid Shorthorn bulls' and 
has ordered three more for early 
delivery. This new blood has 
been secured through the efforts 
of a strong county agent. 

Lower Duty on Mex. Tobacco

Mexico City, June 20— Exports 
duties on Mexican tobacco, ac- 
cording to Excesior, will be re- 
duced about 50 per cent under a 
decree signed by the president, 
which will be issued shortly.
